great enough to warrant use of the 
larger engine. 
It will also provide 


an auxiliary power supply when the 
poppet valve machine is out of com- 
mission because of 
accidents. Th« 


new power house and equipment will 
represent an expenditure 
of 
more 


than $50.000. 


It has long been apparent to com- 


pany officials that at times the en- 
tire power generated by the largo 
engine is not required, cither because 
of an abundance of waterpower or 
because all tho mill machinery is not 
in operation. 
But there is no other 


available power supply and it is nec- 
essary to operate tho big machine. 


The smaller engine, which is be- 


ing made by the Nordherg manufac- 
turing company of Milwaukee, will 
I'e directly connected to a 400 K. V. 
A. generator manufactured by 
the 


General Klectric company.

crate as much power as usual,

Klectrical instruments used on the 


new switchboard are manufactured by 
the West.iughouso Klectric company.

This power supply, however, is sub- 
ject to some variation because of the 
change i in the level of the. water. 


Much of the machinery in No, « 


mill is now belt driven. Power is fur- 
nished by the larger engine. 
Tho 


Jordan engine in that mill is to be 
moved to the second floor of the new 
powerhouse and will be driven by an 
electric mot'.or. 
That will take a 


large part of the ordinary load off the 
poppet valve engine and will make it 
less essential that H be operated. 


The new power house is of brick

Is from all over the country indi- 


cate that tin- I'nited States is threatened 
with a crop shortage because of inabili- 
ty to secure suHicicnt farm labor. Many 
crops arc reported to be suffering from 
lack of cultivation, while as the time ap- 
proaches for harvest in many sections of 
the country the farmers are dismayed by 
the prospect that they will be unable to 
gather them. 


Michigan has been so crippled in its 


agricultural production by the depletion 
of farm labor that it faces a critical situa- 
tion. The trend from the farm there has 
been going on for years ami has been 
emphasized by the rapid industrial de- 
velopment of its cities, particularly De- 
troit. 
War conditions have aggravated 


the trouble, and today there is an acute 
famine of labor in the rural districts all 
over the state. 


In Ohio there is a similar situation. II 


is so bad that in Columbus, for instance, 
2,(KK> business and professional men have 
agreed to give one day's work a week 
throughout 
the summer to help-short 


farmers of their section. Whether the 
service of such unskilled help will be of 
material assistance remains to be seen, 
but the principle that every little helps 
the growing movement to rescue agri- 
culture from its plight is to be commend- 
ed, and of course it will have its value 
if only as a concrete recognition of the 
great need. 


There is no question but what farm 


shortage has been long on the road be- 
cause of the heavy concenlraiion on man- 
ufacturing, which has been directly at 
the expense of agriculture. 
It was an 


economic change which in some respects 
was natural and to be expected, much 
as it may now be deplored. Still it is 
not altogether without its favorable as- 
pects. In the last ten years we have wit- 
nessed a wonderful transition of farm- 
ing itself. 
When we compare farming 


of today with that of a generation ago 
we cannot escape the conclusion that tin- 
ground work has been laid for another 
swing of the pendulum back toward agri- 
culture in the near future. The wonder- 
ful improvement in roads, the automo- 
bile, the telephone, rural mail delivery, 
the tractor, the introduction of modern 
heating and lighting and plumbing in the 
rural home, all have contributed to lend 
an attractiveness lo farm life hitherto un- 
known. If we add to this the profitable- 
ness of the farming industry and the so- 
cial and economic independence it in- 
vites, we must conclude that the day is 
not far oft" when it will come back to its 
own. 


The government through the depart- 


ment of agriculture spends something 
like *:J2.<H)(MHK) annually for the promo- 
tion of farming, but it is to a large ex- 
tent misdirected energy and use of mo- 
ney. Mr. Hoover, who must be looked 
upon as a specialist and authority on the 
problems of production, has proposed a 
sensible method for solving the farm 
problem. 
He recommends the creation 


of a commission of trained farmers, spe- 
cialists, and financiers to lake up the 
broad question of "agricultural read- 
justment" and to "reform our indirect 
expensive, wasteful and obsolete" meth- 
ods of handling food supplies. 1'nques- 
tionably this would have a wholesome ef- 
fect upon agriculture generally. The 
situation is serious, and it calls for a unit- 
ed national as well as local effort to turn 
the lide back to the farm. 


COXdKESti COKXEKEI) 
OX PEACE 


Congress, after being cornered in its 


peace machinations. h::s made a start for 
the recovery of ils equilibrium by tin- 
adoption of a resolution repealing all 
war-lime laws except the Lever food con- 
trol act and the Irading-with-the enemy 
act. One of the reasons given for the at- 
tempt by congress to declare peace by 
resolution was the necessity for tcnnin- 


ating the conditions imposed by a tech- 
nical state of war. together with the pow- 
ers of the president relating thereto. 
It 


was hold that so long as we were at war 
with (iermany the extraordinary author- 
ity which had been conferred upon the 
president was detrimental to the interests 
of the country, leaving the inference that 
it was necessary lo conclude peace before 
this authority, involving to u consider- 
able extent an arbitrary control over af- 
taiis. could be ended. 


Notwithstanding it was perfectly clear 


all along that congress could at any time 
repeal the so-called war laws, the policy 
was to merely complain about their ex- 
istence :iiul not lo do away with Ihem. 
They were apparently kept on the statute 
books as a weapon with which to oppose 
the president in his light for the Ver- 
sailles treaty ami the league of nations, 
on the theory that they would contribute 
U) popular dissatisfaction over the fail- 
ure to conclude peace, and would stim- 
ulate a demand for peace on any basis. 
All or any of these laws could have been 
repealed at any time congress saw lit. and 
doubtless some of them should have been 
repealed long ago. but their retention up 
to this late day. while at the same time 
objecting to them as a burden of unne- 
gotiated peace, merely testifies lo the in- 
sincerity of congress touching the whole 
question of peace. 


So far as the resolution now before 


congress is concerned, if there are objec- 
tions to the repeal of any of the laws in- 
cluded in the measure, they will be point- 
ed out by the president in his veto, and 
if there are none he will of course accept 
and approve it. It would seem to be very 
necessary to retain the food control act 
as well as the enemy trading act. We 
have not yet gotten away from the ef- 
fects of the war in an economic sense, 
ami while abnormal conditions prevail, 
under which extortion and profiteering 
are being practised, it is important that 
the government shall be clothed with ex- 
traordinary powers in dealing with these 
conditions. 
The same thing applies to 


our commercial relations with (iermany. 
So far as congress itself is concerned it 
is being finally smoked out on the issue 
of peace to the satisfaction of all those 
who have looked at this great question 
from a non-partisan standpoint with a 
desire to see the fruits of victory pre- 
served, and the hotior and influence of 
the United States unimpaired.

or less mysterious "prepared" food, which they 
can buy by the fan or package at the drug store. 
Then then'e misguided mothers wonder why their 
babies sooner or later develop 
evidences 
of 


faulty nutrition. The mothers are just a wee 
trifle too credulous of the baby food testimoni- 
als. 


One trouble with artificial 
substitutes 
for 


fres-h milk in infant feeding is that they 
lack 


something known as \itamin. 
All we 
know 


about vitamins in foods is that certain foods 
contain vitamins and certain foods do not; :>ml 
that loods witnout vitamins fail to nourish the 
infant adequately. 
For instance, fresh 
mllK 


contains vitamins, but condensed milk does not. 
Kresh vegetables and fruits contain vitamins, but 
preserved vegetables or fruits are wanting in 
vitamins, at least after long preservation. 
If a 


baby receives an inadequate supply of this ac- 
cessory factor (as yet not chemically identified! 
in his'diet, the baby fails to grow and thrive. He 
may be very fat. even too fat for health, for a 
month or two. but sooner or later, unless his 
diet i« corrected, the baby shows some evidence 
of mild or latent scurvy, or develops 
clearcut 


scurvy, or perhaps has ricket-.s in the 
second 


year. 
This is a strikingly 
common 
history 


among infants fed with what I call "cheat foods." 


Thus, the baby seems to do well enough for 


the first eight or ten weeks. Then begins a con- 
stantly increasing difficulty. 
The baby becomes 


cross, restless, peevish, the weight remains sta- 
tionary, the appetite fails, there is a noticeable 
pallor unlike that of a normal breast fed or mod- 
ified milk fed infant. 
Not until some vitamin- 


containing food is added to the diet, or rather 
fresh milk is substituted for the cheat, does the 
baby $thow improvement. Sometimes this is sup- 
plied in the form of a fresh fruit juice; for in- 
fants over five months of age it may be in the 
form of some clear fresh meat broth; or perhaps 
a bit. of finely mashed baked potato. 
But fresh 


milk, suitably modified by dilution with water 
or a thin cereal gruel to suit the baby's age and 
digestive efficiency, is the best solution of this 
problem of bad nutrition. 
There is no high- 


falutin literature placed in the mother's hands 
to teach her the superlative value of clean, fresh 
milk, at whatever cost, in the feeding of her 
baby. 
Therefore, many a baby is subjected to 


the "sorry experiment of a cheat food. The mis- 
guided mother imagines that, 
if 
the 
cheat 


"agrees" with the baby it is the proper thing; 
whereas, in fact that is no criterion in an in- 
fant's nutrition.
